IMPORTANT CHANGE 


The Windsor Company Will 


Discontinue the Estey 


and Stone Mills. 


WORK TO BE DONE AT THE EAGLE 


Changes Which Have Been Contem- 


• plated for Some Time fo be Ef- 


fected at Once. 
The Mills 


Were Shut Down 


Today. 


The changes to be made by the Windsor 


company in its cotton mills, which were 
planned several months ago and published 
in THE TBANSCKIPT at the time, will be 
began at once. 


The Eagle, Estey and Stone mills were 


shut down this noon and the Estey and 
Stone mills will not be started again by 
this company. By means of new and im- 
proved machinery the company is able to 
concentrate the business of the three 
mills under one roof and hereafter the 
work which has been done by all of the 
mills will be done at the Eagle mill. The 
same kind of goods will be made as be- 
fore. The new machinery will be put in 
by the Lowell Machine shop and the Kit- 
son Machine company of Lowell. The 
work will be done under tha eupervision 
of John Camnock of Boston and It will 
take about one month to complete the 
change. 


The Stone and Estey mills are offered 


for sale and if purchasers are not found 
the buildings will be torn down and the 
land will be placed upon the market. 
There Is considerable land connected with 
the Stone mill property which is very val- 
uable for business and residential purposes. 
The lot on which the mill stands has a 
long frontage on .River street and extends 
up Brooklyn street to the carpet cleaning 
establishment of W. K. Clark & Son. The 
millpond can be emptied of water and 
filled in, which operation would produce 
a number of good building lots. There 
are also pieces of land on the south side 
of River street, each coming on River and 
Marshall streets. This makes three good 
business corners, for business found its 
way to that part of the city some time 
ago, and the land will not wait, long for 
purchasers without the mill building if it 
does not readily sell in connection with 
it. The Estey mill site will aiso afford a 
number of good building lots iu case 
the building is removed. The land has 
been surveyed and will be offered for sale 
as soon es it becomes clear that the old 
mills are not wanted for other industries. 


The changes will be a benefit to the 


city in either case, as practically as much 
business will be done at the Eagle mill as 
has been done by the three, owing to the 
improved machinery which is to take the 
place of the old, and either the other 
mills will be put to new uses or the land 
they occupy will be covered with dwell- 
ings or business houses.

and at 8 o'clock resumed their sitting, 
and continued in session until late la*l 
night They have all taken a particular- 
ly binding pledge of secrecy and ara 
guarding their labors with unusual vig- 
ilance. 
Beyond the general statemenl 


that they were making satisfactory pro- 
gress, the conferees would say nothing, 
If the action of the conferees on the var- 
ious items should be divulged they real- 
ize that it wouW involve them in no end 
of complications, as all those who art 
filssattefled with the rates agreed upon 
would 1oe down here en masse protest- 
Ing and insisting that the controverted 
Questions should be reopened. 
As it 


Is the conferees are being deluged with 
telegrams and letters and fairly hounded 
at their hotels by those who are in- 
terested in securing either the senate 
or the house rates. 


About the most important thing thus 


far agreed upon is that there will be 
but one conference report. 
Not until 


a final agreement is reached will either 
of the two houses be called upon to act. 
This course has been decided upon as 
the best 
means 
of 
expiditing final 


action as it would be much easier to 
convince those who might be dissatis- 
fied with the rate fixed on a particular 
Item to abandon their opposition if by 
Bo doing the struggle would end and the 
bill become a law. 
Partial reports on 


the other hand would give each houst 
an opportunity to Instruct on particulai 
items and necessarily entail delay. 


The conferees will ' leave the mall

ITALY WANTS OUR BlkES. 


Consul Johnson's Report on Cycling la 


King Humbert's Dominion. 


H. A. Johnson, United States consul 


at Venice, sends an interesting report 
to the department o{ state at Washing- 
ton on the conditions of bicycling in 
Italy and the prospects of increasing the 
American trade in that country. He 
eays that in his district alone there are 
10,000 bicycles in use. In the entire 
kingdom of Italy there are ten bicycle 
factories, the two most noted and most 
patronized being Prinetti & Stucchi and 
O5fl & Marchand, boih houses estab- 
lished at Milan. 


Italian factories turn ont very fail 


•work, but they are lacking in several 
important elements—first, the material 
nscd in construction; second, lacta ol 
necessary capital; third, the want oi 
confidence on the part of the buyer. The 
material used comes in the main from 
abroad, and, the bicycle being an object 
placed in the category of luxuries and 
used almost delusively for amusement, 
•he purchasers in the main are moi« 
prone to invest in a foreign article than 
in one produced in their own country, 
for the same leason that a fashionable 
woman prefers to have her gowns made 
in Paris ratber than in Italy. 


The Italian machine costs from $70 


to $100 and is from four to eix pound* 
heavier than the English machine. 


' 'The Italian peninsula is in large 


part mountainous, and for general use 
here," says the consul, "it is not a dis 
advantage to employ a machine slight!) 
heavier and more solidly constructed 
than those destined to be used in citief 
and level country. It may be roughly 
stated that about four-fifths of the bicy- 
cles used in Italy are of foreign make, 
being chiefly English or German, thi 
former excelling in finish and the lattei 
being superior in strength and solidity. 
Tho prices of these machines range froi* 
(160 to $130, the general opinion among 
•wheelmen, however, being that a good 
machine cannot be had for less than $90. 


"The prospect for opening up a large 


export trade to this place in American 
bicycles is, in my opinion, most favor- 
able for the following principal reasons: 
First, bicycling here ie in its first stages, 
and it is destined to increase enormous- 
ly; second, almost any novelty placed 
upon the Italian market, if vrell and 
judiciously advertised, 
stands every 


chance of being a pronounced success; 
third, the bicycle being rather an article 
of luxury than of necessity, the cycling 
class seems hardly satisfied with the 
European product and much prefers us 
ing machines of American mate. The 
only obstacle at present worthy of notice 
to the successful introduction of tho 
American bicycle is its high cost. 


"As yet, in Italy women have not 


taken very enthusiastically to bicycling, 
but their interest is daily increasing, 
and it seems to be considered quite the 
proper thing for a woman of a smart 
set to be an expert bicyclist. With Ital 
iau women in general there seems to b« 
a strong, deep seated, traditional preju- 
dice against all forms of athletic sports, 
but the bicycle has been a most activo 
agent in encouraging them to abandon 
such prejudice. It may be stated ap- 
proximately that at present in Italy 
only o per cent of the people using bi- 
cycles are women." 


The consul thinks that three grades 


of American wheels, costing respectively 
$115.80, $86.85 and $57.90, would sell 
well in Italy.

In the group were rep- 
resented five continents and 13 countries 
whose people had not heard of the gos- 
pel at the time when the students, seek- 
ing shelter from a shower under the hay- 
stack in 1S08, resolved to send the mes- 
sage of the gospel into heathen lands. 
That handful of pious young men in dis- 
cussing the project of spreading the gos- 
pel in lands where it was unknown real- 
ized that it would be a serious and diffi- 
cult undertaking, but they said "we can 
if we will," and the grand results of their 
determination are now known to all the 
world. 


The members of the committee found 


it difficult to leave the spot at the close of 
the formal exercises. They 
remained 


for some time 
discussing 
the mo- 


mentous results of that famous first 
haystack meeting nearly a century ago, 
singing hymns and rejoicing in the grand 
results which have come from the small 
beginning made by a handful of students 
for the christianization of the world. The 
company joined hands and formed a circle 
about the monument, and the following 
words were shouted with the snap of a 
college yell: "God wills it; we can if we 
will make Jesus king." The doxology 
was sung, the members from different 
lands singing in their own language, and 
it is probable this was the first time the 
hymn was ever thus rendered in Williams- 
town. The meeting will never by forgot- 
ten by any one who was present.

The city council beld an adjourned 


meeting last night with President Brace- 
well in the chair and 16 councilman pres- 
ent. It was a long and interesting meet- 
ing, Councilman Hamer being a central 
figure. 


A communication from the mayor in- 


formed the council that the estimated 
cost of paving Marshall street is $11,200 
and of paving Main street from Phoenix 
bridge to State street $9,600. The com- 
munication was accepted. 


Tne report of Chief Engineer Byars 


was received and gave information of 
eight fires extinguished by the depart- 
ment. 


No One Appeared. 


Clerk Brooker read the officer's return 


by J. A. Bought on of service of notice on 
the parties interested in the acceptance of 
Cleveland avenue and Polsom and Gal- 
lup streets. 
Councilman Whitaker re- 


quested President Bracewell to ask any 
one who cared to speak for or against the 
acceptance of the streets to come forward 
and if none came to call the hearing 
closed. The president did so, no one ap- 
peared and the hearing was declared 
closed. 


Ruled Out of Order. 


Councilman Hamer arose and asked it a 


communication from the mayor that was 
tabled would be held under the rule to be 
taken from the table as other business. 
The president could see no difference in a 
communication from the mayor and other 
matters with reference to this disposition.

Out of Order Again. 


Councilman Hamer was ruled out of 


order when he began to speak though ho 
was on his feet before Councilman Ferry, 
who had the good fortune to address the 
chair while Mr. Hamer didn't, Mr. Perry 
moved that the .order of Mr. Whitaker, 
relative to the mayor's recommendation 
to pave Main street, presented at the last 
meeting and which was tabled, be taken 
from the table. Mr. Hamer rose to a 
point of order which was not sustained. 
Then Mr. Perry spoke for several minutes 
in explanation of his action at the last 
meeting, and he said he was not in favor 
of calling in the executive officers all the 
time and thought councilman should in- 
form themselves on the orders they in- 
troduce so that they can answer questions. 
The motion was carried. 


Officers Steed Not Appear. 


At this point the president said that 


there was no law for asking the execntive 
officers to come before the council. Mr. 
Hamer received recognition and began to 
speak about calling in officers when the 
president said the matter was not before 
the council. He forgot that the motion 
to taki from the table was passed and in- 
sisted that the vote be taken again, and it 
was. 


Mr, Arm«U'onn;'K Point*. 


Councilman Armstiong thought that 


some counc.lmen had been too sharp in 
requesting the presence and questioning 
executive officers. He doubted if any 
councilman had the knowledge of paving 
equal to the executive officers, and be- 
lieved the man who talked as if he had 
did not know what he was talking about. 
He believed much valuable time was be- 
ing wasted in useless questioning and de- 
bate and he wondered why this doubting. 
He would not like to accuse any council- 
man of seeking notoriety in the council 
chamber, but he confessed things hud oc- 
curred that seemed like it. Mr. Arm- 
strong spoke quite pointedly in his de- 
liberate way and moved the previous 
questions as he sat down, holding the 
previous question not debatable. The 
council's rules allows ten minutes on the 
previous question and Mr. Hamer was al- 
lowed to go on. 


Wouldn't F.merlniu It. 


Councilman Hamer said this is an im- 


portant question and some think the ex- 
ecntive officers can do all the business 
well enough. He declared the executive 
officers had been doing legislative busi- 
ness since the council began and it is time 
for the council to begin business on its 
own hook. Mr. Hamer was brought back 
to the point and then said he objected to 
railroading and asked if the president 
would entertain a request to invite the 
executive offices into the chambers. The 
president refused emphatically and then 
there was a muddle about how long the 
council should wait before taking a vote. 
The motion went to a vote. Mr. Hamer 
voted "no" all others voting "yes." Mr. 
Perry explaining his vote that he voted 
yes and reserved the right to ask ques- 
tions again. The main question was then 
put and was carried, Mr. Hamer voting 
"no." 


mr. Hamer Agaiii. 


Mr. Hamer then made the following 


motion: "That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed by the chair to investigate the 
matter of street paving and what material 
would be best to use; also to investigate as 
to width of Marshall street between Main 
street and Center and if any change should 
be made; also the width of Main ard West 
Main streets, from State to Brown, and if 
any of the abbntters have encroached aud 
if changes should be made." 
Mr. Wills 


seconded the motion so that the matter 
could tone before the council to settle the 
question for the public, Mr. Perry moved 
to amend that the matter go to the com- 
mittee on streets. Mr. Hamer then ex- 
plained one of the committee was sick and 
another in Europe. The amendment was 
carried, 


Another Hamer Motlou. 


Mr. Hamer then moved as follows after 


voting uno" on the amendment of Mr. 
Perry: "That the city solicitor and city 
engineer be instructed to ascertain what 
the lawful width of Main and West Main 
streets are from State street to Brown 
street and if any of the abuttera have 
encroached on the same; also to ascertain 
the lawful width ot Marshall street from 
Main to Centre and if any of the abutters 
have encroached on the same and report 
to council." Mr. Whitaker thought the 
mover of this motion was implying that 
the city solicitor and city engineer were 
not doing anything. 
As to Marshall 


street, Mr. Whitaker was surprised to find 
that an old map of Marshall street was 
for a narrower street than the street Is at 
present. Mr, Perry moved that the mo- 
tion be committed to the officers men- 
tioned which was carried after some 
trouble. 


Vitrified Brick for Main Street. 


A communication from the mayor 


recommended that the council order 
Main street paved with vitrified brick 
from the corner of State street to Eagle 
street without changing grade, the esti- 
mate expense being $12,500. Mr. Barnard 
moved that the council so order. His mo- 
tion was carried, Mr. Hamer voting "no." 


The New England Telephone company 


was given permission to put its wires un- 
derground on several streets.

MANUAL TRAINING 


The City Assured an Impor- 


tant Addition to Its 


Schools. 


PRINCIPAL MURDOCH KINDNESS 


He Offers a Room at the Normal School 


for Manual Training Work. Com- 


mittee Accepts His Offer. 


Teachers Elected at 


High Salaries. 


The schooi committee held a very im- 


portant meeting at the city 
hall last 


night. The meeting resulted in making 
possible a manual training school for the 
city. The school will come in September, 
through the kind efforts of Principal Mur- 
dock and coma in a way that costs the 
city very little. It is near the time when 
the city would be compelled to maintain 
a manual training school. 
The laws im- 


posed these schools on cities of 20,000 in- 
habitant and this city has about that num- 
ber. 


The committee received last night from 


Principal Murdook of the normal school 
this list of nominations of teachers in 
Hopkins school, the school of observation 
and practice for the normal school: For 
grade 4, Miss Susan G. Lombard of Cam- 
bridge at a salary of $12 per week, the 
state to make the salary up to ?SOO a year; 
for grade 8, Miss Rose B. Searle of Newton 
at a salary of §12 per week, the state to 
make it up to JSOO a year. These teachers 
were elected. 


Mr. Murdock also presented the name 


of C. H. Stearns as teacher of manual 
training and agreed to give the city the 
use of a room at the normal school for 
manual training work and to furnish it 
with benches, tools and apparatus, pro- 
vided the city pay the salary of the in- 
structor until January 1, 1898. The school 
committee voted unanimously to take ad- 
vantage of the offer and elected Mr. 
Stearns as instructor at the salary of Sl.OOO 
a year. 


Miss Lombard is a graduate of Bridge- 


water normal schooland is at present as- 
sistant of the teacher's training school at 
Cambridge, where she has been very suc- 
cessful. Miss Searle is at present teacher 
of grade 8 at the Claflin school at Newton 
where she has the reputation of being a 
very efficient teacher and disciplinarian. 
Mr. Stearns is a graduate of Worcester 
polytechnic institute of the class of 1891. 
He has taught in the Pennsylvania normal 
school three years, spent two years in 
New York college and is teacher iii a 
New York mission school. 


SUPERIOR COURT RISES. 


The Tilion-Boston & Albany Motion 


Overruled. 
An Appeal Taken. 


The June sitting of the Berkshire coun- 


ty superior court came to a close Friday 
afternoon and the judges, attorneys and 
jurors have experienced much discomfort 
from 
the 
heated court-room. 
Judge 


Bishop concluded, in the case before the 
second jury and the last of the sitting, to 
allow it to go to the jury, and an hour was 
consumed in the morning in settling some 
law questions before the arguments were 
made. 


In the lengthy case for damages 


Lawyer Joyner 
for Great Harrington 


and Lawyer Crosby for the plaintiffs, 
George E. Harris and his sister, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth W, Kilborn, spoke for an hour each. 
Judge Bishop's charge occupied nearly an 
hour and was an able review of the law 
bearing on the town's liability and also the 
care necessary on the part of the plain- 
tiffs to sustain their action. It was an ap- 
parently close case, but the jury delib- 
erated only about an hour and returned a 
verdict of fSOO for Harris and $1,413 for 
Mrs. Kilborn, who was the more seriously 
injured. The defendant has some excep- 
tions which will take the case to the su- 
preme court. 


Lawyer Wilcox argued his motion for a 


new trial in the case of Tilton, adminis- 
trator, against the 
Boston & Albany 


railroad, where the jury awarded $3900, 
on the ground that the verdict was 
against the weight of the evidence and 
was also excessive. There was no opposi- 
tion to the motion, but Judge Uishop held 
that, inasmuch as the case had been twice 
tried, both times against the defendant, 
and that under the statute the whole 
matter, including the amount of damages, 
was for the jury to find, he overruled the 
motion and the case goes up on appeal. 


The adjournment came at 4 o'clock. 


All court and divorce cases went over.
